meddling intolerance of Med fee 
and tha obseguious graud juries 
whick do his bidding,

If thero is anything divine, any- 
thing godlike, in human nature, it is 
the power of reproducing ita kind, 

Tho farmer goes into partnership 
with sunshine, rain and soil, and by 
their aid his skill and labor produce 
flowers and fruit of rare beauty and 
excellence, aud also grain and vege- 
tables of superior quality. The 
stock-raixer studies, controls and 
utilizes the laws of hereditary trans- 
mission and by so domg he gains a 
vast improvement in the animals 
under his care, The mechanic 
builds gorgeous palaces that long 
outlast their builder, ana constructs 
wonderful machines by means of 
which he seems enabled almost to 
overcome ani defy the forces of the 
universe themselves. ‘The artist 
paints pictures that in beauty riyal 
if not excel the handiwork of Moth 
er Naturo, The sculptor chisels the 
cold, inanimate marble into forms 
ro lifelike that we can almost hear 
them breathe and almost geo then 
move, 

But the human mother does mare 
than any orall of these.

he present discussion of methods of

cker, editor of Liberty (Boston, Mass.) 
and the rest of the so-called “Philosoph- 
io Anarchists.” If I misunderstood the 
parportof the Junior's criticism L[ felt 
that I was probably not alone in 60 mis- 
understanding him and so wrote the ar- 
ticle “Ihe Greatest Need’ from a some, 
what impersonal standpoint, so as to 
give Lim a chance to enlighten the read- 
ers of Luctren aud myself withont the 
necessity of any appearance of personal 
antugonism. That I was not aloneiz 
interpreting the Junior's language in the 
way I didis proved iu purt by an editor- 
ial in the Winsted (Conn.) Press, of Oct. 
20, in which Comrade Pinney takes ex- 
ceptions to the Junior's utterances, in 
lungnageo much more pointed than that 
used by me, 'l'hese two articles, “What 
is Needed” and “The Greatest Need,” 
opened the way forthe discnesion con- 
cerning methods that has followed in 
tbose columns.

living, of reproduction, of dying and of 
putting avay our mortal remaing. ‘She 
disagreement, or rather lack of unanimi- 
ty is not in regard to objecta but rather 
as to methods of obtaining these objects, 
and even here there is really greater 
unanimity, as 1 honestly believe, thon 
would appear to the casual reader of this 
discussion. No leas than the Junior do 
I insist that they who assnme to teach 
should “speak their deepest, truest con- 
victions or keep silent,” but to advise 
methods of work that ignore present 
conditions would notbeto speak my 
deepest, truest, convictions, To incul- 
cate modes of living that might fit the 
environments of ten thousand yenrs 
hence, would be of little practical value 
in the here and now. To Lelp ourselves 
and to halp otbers we must look first to 
the materiala, the implements, with 
which we must work, and aleo ‘to the na- 
ture of the opposition to be overcome, 
“SMASHING OF IDOLS,” 

It 19 quite true tbat I have been some- 
thing of an iconoclast, butas I think,not 
invas vely so. The Junior thinks that 
there is not much difference between us 
in this rospect, Possibly not; the point 
to which I was calling attention, it seeme 
to me, wasohvious enough before, withe 
out ¢ompellivg me to advert to it again. 
I think I have alwaye discriminated with 
sufficient clearnese, between the legiti- 
afiate, the non-invasive, the Auarchistic 
smashing of idols, on the one hand, and 
the invasive, the archistic iconoclasm on 
the other. Itry always to show to the 
devotee the absurdity, the hidvousness 
of his idols. I try to show him haw 
costly this superstitious worship of gods 
—mythologio and statute fetichea—is to 
him es wellas to othera who are corp» 
pelled against their will to help support 
them, Also how much of the miseries 
the hates, the revenges, the Licody fouds 
among mankind arise from the worship 
and service of theso gode—and yet, at 
the same time, conceding to these devo» 
tees their civil, their natural right tu tlie 
possessiou aud worship of their gods. 
Bunt while granting them their indefeas- 
ible right to these idols—these- creeds 
aud these laws—let it once more ba re- 
peated—I enter tho most earnest and vige 
orous of protests against being myself 
compelled to take part, either directly or 
indirectly in this god-worship, and de- 
mand such modification of these lawe 
anl regulations of the church-state as 
will exempt me entirely from any parti- 
cipation, moral or pecuniary, in their

As to my comparative share in the re- 
sponsibility of our present complica- 
tions with the governmentalists of Xan- 
sas, X would only say that while Iam 
quite willing to shoulder the legitimate 
consequences of my acts I do not think 
that the charge can be sustaiued that I 
have invasivoly assaulted the fetiches of 
Kaneas or of the U, 8S.
